senger cars, with a 25 per cent. 
flat reduction in the fire insurance 
rates on commercial automobiles. 

In addition to these territorial re- 
|ductions some cities have been 
transferred to lower _ territorial 
classifications, with further reduc- 
tions in rates resulting. A majority 
of the Eastern territory has been 
;cut down or reallocated to lower 
schedules. As a result, the private 
passenger automobiles in this sec- 
tion of the country are given rates 
ranging from 5 to 50 per cent. lower | 
as to the theft risks. 
This reduction was 
ranted for several reasons. First, 
the companies’ underwriting has 
been closer; second, there has been 
better co-operation from the police 
authorities in most of the centers 
resulting in increased recoveries. 
The percentage of cars reported 
stolen to the cars insured has also 
shown a marked decrease.

LBANY, N. Y., Feb. 19. 
—The State Industrial 
Commission, in its monthly

Practically all of 
the larger concerns making 
either automobiles or auto- 
mobile parts reported capac- 
ity schedules and good in- 
creases in employment.

but no large decreases.

N. Y., and as soon as the deal is 
closed the entire equipment of the 
Paterson plant will be moved to 
that place. The Paterson plant 
now employs several hundred per- 
sons and has been seeking a site 
for its rapidly expanding business 
which would permit of greater 
production.

If proposed legislation carries at 
Lansing, legal ownership of an au- 
tomobile driver’s license will be 
prima facie evidence of good char- 
acter.

total of 111,001 new car reg- 
istrations in 1928, as com- 
pared with 93,434 in 1927, 
shows a gain of 18.8 per cent. 
New car registrations last 
year were 6.6 per cent. great- 
er than 1926, the previous 
high mark for the state. 

Practically every make car tabu- 
lated shows gains over last year 
ranging up to 263 per cent. 

The | most interesting race in new 
car sales was between Chevrolet 
and Ford, with the former show- 

ing an increase of nearly 38 per 
cent. over 1927, while Ford’s in- 
crease was 34 per cent. In De- 
cember Chevrolet sales fell off 
sharply, due to the fact that the 
public was anticipating the arrival 
of the new six-cylinder models. 
Many other makes reacted in a 
similar manner during the final 
month of the year when an- 
nouncements were made of new 
models soon to make their ap- 
pearance. 

While Chevrolet with a total of 
27,626 cars led the field in unit sales, 
Erskine, with a total of 1,088, was 
highest with a percentage of 263.

1927 were by Graham-Paige, 156 
per cent.; Durant, 41 per cent.; | 
Auburn, 81 per cent.; Pontiac, 75 
per cent.; Packard, 36 per cent.; 
Oldsmobile, 83 per cent.; La Salle, 
142 per cent.; Hupmobile, 85 per 
cent., and Whippet, 27 per cent. 

Outstanding in the tabulation is 
the unit gain by Chevrolet, which 

shows an increase of nearly 6,000 
car sales over the 1927 period, and 
nearly double the Chevrolet sales 
of 1926. While Ford increased its 
sales 2,547 over 1927, last year’s 
total was more than 11,000 under 
1926 sales. 

Graham-Paige unit 
1585 cars over 1927 more than 

tripled its 1926 record. Hupmobile 
had a unit gain of 1,549 over 1927, 
while Oldsmobile recorded a gain 
of 1,124 cars. Pontiac was another 
car that continued its increases, 
nearly quadrupling its sales of 
1926. Its unit gain over 1927 was 
1,724, but 39 cars less than its en- 
tire sales in 1926. 

In the higher-priced field gains 
were recorded by Cadillac, Lincoln, 
Marmon, Nash, Studebaker and Reo, 
in addition to those previously men- 
tioned. 

Although Chrysler showed a de- 
crease of 314 cars from 1927, it 
sold 573 more cars than in the rec- 
ord year of 1926. Gardner's sales 
were put one unit under 1927. Jor- 
dan showed a decrease from 1927 
and a gain over 1926, while Pierce- 
Arrow, with a decrease of 109 cars 
from 1927, nearly doubled its sales 
of 1926.

ROBABLY every man who follows, however casually, the| 

movements of stocks and bonds has used these four} 
words, “If I had only,” many times over. “If I had only) 
bought whoosis last year, I'd have a profit of $10,000 today.” 
It is an old saying that “if wishes were horses, beggars would 
ride,” and if automotive wishes were horse power, there 
would be a car for every resident of these United States, 
for the profits of a very small investment in various auto- 
motive stocks, made years ago, would add a new class of idle 
rich to our citizenry. 

If an investor ten years ago had put an idle thousand | 
dollars into the stock of Nash Motors, then just coming into} 
being at Kenosha, he would today have the very respectable | 
sum of $65,000 in the bank. This represents an increase of 
more than 6,000 per cent. in the original investment, a rate | 
of increase that rather staggers the imagination and} 
increases an already wholesome respect for that substantial 
citizen, Charles W. Nash. 

We do not know exactly the amount that an investment 
of $1,000 in General Motors, made when that giant was a 
swaddling-clothed infant, would be worth today, but if the 
thousand had been put in just ten years ago, when the cor- 
poration was already a resident of financial Brobdingnag, 
the holder today would have some $10,000 to his credit. 

If our hypothetical investor had dropped his thousand 
dollars into the Chrysler organization’s stock when Walter P. 
first took it in hand, his profits today would make him 
somewhat hilarious. A thousand dollars invested in Willys- 
Overland stock ten years ago wouldn’t recognize its multi- 
plied self at the present moment. 

But the sad fact is that right this minute there are 
just as many automotive organizations that offer the same 
chances for fortune in a ten-year haul if only we had the 
foresight to pick them out. No, we can’t offer any sug- 
gestions. If we knew we would probably keep it to our- 
selves, after the usual greedy human fashion.

Mr. Ford made every | 
penny count when he was nursing his struggling enterprises 
along in the early days, just as he does today in the man- 
agement of his many great business organizations. 
“A young man’s savings should have a twofold purpose. 
He should first invest in himself for the development of his 
earning power, capacity for enjoyment and usefulness to the | 
community. The balance of his savings should be directed 
toward the building of a surplus as a preparedness measure. | 
This would prepare him for the proverbial rainy day and| 
for wise investment when the big opportunity comes. 
“To save is to buy future leisure and peace and freedom 
from economic harass. It is the readiest and most cashable 
form of insurance. And most of all, it places one in a posi- 
tion to make the most of an opportunity.” 

In the biographies of most of the men who have made 
great financial successes in American life we find a great 
sameness in one particular. In their early years, the years 
of struggle, they saved what money they could. John D. 
Rockefeller, Duke, the great tobacco magnate; Henry 
Ford, John N. Willys himself, Walter Chrysler, Charles 
W. Nash and the rest of them—we find this same tale of 
saving from their small earnings, the accumulation of 
capital against the time when the great opportunity should 
come. The really successful stratum of our citizenship

Twin Falls, Ida., Feb. 19.—B. F. 
Magel has been in the au‘omobile 
business in Twin Falls, Ida., for 
the past seventeen years and is 
proprietor and owner of Magel 
Automobile Company in that city, 
handling Dodge Brothers cars and 
Graham Brothers trucks, 

“Can accessories be made to pay 
expenses?” I asked Mr. Magel re- 
cently. “Yes. indeed,” he replied, 
“if that department of one’s busi- 
ness is properly operated.” 

The greatest problem, in his opin- 
ion, is getting your line of accesso- 
ries before the public. This he does 
by newspaper advertising, also by 
direct mail, and his idea for success 
is to sell his customers only those 
accessories that will prove of the 
greatest usefulness to them. Of 
course, if they want fancy trim- 
mings for their cars, he will supply 
those also, but in his sales cam- 
paigns he stresses only the neces- 
sary equipment, keeping in mind 
always the purchaser's viewpoint 
and benefit 

Mr. Magel’s accessory and parts 
department does an annual volume 
of busines around $70,000, 
with a net profit of approximately 
$,000. He has the agency in Twin 
Falls for Seiberling tires, and was 
the first Seiberling dealer in 
Idaho. He purchases his general 
accessories from jobbers, but all 
Dodge Brothers parts and acces- 
sories are purchased direct from 
Dodge Brothers. 

Used cars are so often a bugaboo 
with most dealers, but not with him. 
He is justly proud of his used car 
department, a photograph of which 
appears on this page, the same be- 
ing taken at night and showing the 
method of illumination. He has made 
a study of the used car business and 
his success in that line is remark- 
able, selling on an average of three 
hundred per year, almost a car a 
day. He makes this department a 
paying one without being a drain on 
the other departments. 

For instance, he has a record for 
every used car that enters his ga- 
rage, on which is kept the cost, and 
the car is charged with its pro-rata 
share of rent. heat, light and all 
overhead expense. the same as his 
new cars. Any repair work or over- 
hauling is charged against it, and 
any parts or accessories are charged 
at the regular selling price, and the 
shop and accessory departments 
given credit for the same with their 
full profit. Each car is duco re- 
painted before being offered for sale. 

He has a lot next to his garage 
building ‘which, by the way, is one 
of the most modern and up-to-date 
garage buildings to be found any- 
where). This lot is inclosed and all 
used cars are displayed there. 
special salesman is in constant at- 
tendance to appraise and sell all 
used cars. He seldom, if ever, car- 
ries a used car for more than sixty 
days. If the car hangs on toward | 
the sixty-day limit, he drops the 
price so it will sell. and thus avoid 
keeping money tied up too long to 
be profitable. 

Mr. Magel feels that a great deal 
of -his success has been due to a 
constant reading of the Automotive 
Daily News, to which he has been a 
subscriber for several years, and 
says that he is indeed glad to have 
an opportunity of giving his views 
if they will be of benefit to other 
dealers. |

AMERICAN BOSCH MAGNETO CORPORATION 
MERICAN BOSCH MAGNETO CORPORATION fin- 
ished 1928 in the best financial condition in years. For 
the first time in nearly ten years it had no bank debt, and 
while the exact figure is not available as this is written, the 


earnings for last year will be approximately double those of “ 


1925 and 1927, the best years for the company since 1920. 

After having enjoyed a good third quarter in 1928 by the renewal of 
radio manufacturing, the company in the final quarter earned nearly 
double the amount made in the previous three quarters combined by 
virtue of an excellent holiday trade. It has been estimated that earnings 
for the year will be from $4.50 to $5 per share on the outstanding common 
stock, there being no preferred. This would compare with $2.26 in 1927, 
nothing in 1926 and $2.51 in 1925. The net for the first three quarters 
of 1928 was $1.75 a share. This would indicate that the final quarter in 
1928 was one of the best in the company’s history. 


American Bosch Magneto products include automatic windshield 
wipers, shock absorbers, spark plugs, automobile horns, magnetos, and 
receiving sets and speakers in the radio field. The company became 
a licensee of the Radio Corporation of America in 1927, and in May, 
1928, it was licensed under patents and improvements on the con- 
trolled-edge cone speakers by the Lektophone Corporation. 

The company was organized in 1919 to take over the Bosch 
Magneto Company, which company had been formed in this country in 
1912 as a manufacturing branch of the Robert Bosch Companies of Ger- 
| many. Robert Bosch first entered America with a selling branch in 1906 
and six years later opened a factory. The entire capital stock and assets 
of the Bosch Magneto Company were seized by the government after 
The business was in turn sold 
to banking interests for $4,150,000, this being the best of several bids 
submitted. The government in 1926 brought a suit against twenty-two 
defendants, alleging that the stock had been sold for about half its real 
value and seeking to recover some $5,500,000. American Bosch Magnéto 
Corporation is in no way linked to this suit and its title to the property 
and assets is clear. 

Outstanding common stock has been increased from 60,000 shares 
at the time the corporation was formed to 207,399 shares at present, out of 
an authorized issue of 250,000 of no par value. The original 60,000 shares 
were issued as part payment of the Bosch Magneto Company and 20,000 
shares were issued in the same year at $100 to raise money. In 1920 a 20 
per cent. stock dividend called for 16,000 more shares, and in 1925 there 
was a sale of 69,133 shares at $33 a share to retire $2,500,000 in 8 per cenf. 
notes whcih had been outstanding since 1927. In the meantime, there had 
been an issue of 42,266 shares in 1924 to purchase Gray & Davis, Inc., 
manufacturer in the starting, lighting and battery ignition field. 

Two years later it became necessary to liquidate the Gray & Davis 
business because it had proved unprofitable, but the sale of the plant 
did not take Bosch completely out of the ignition field, as it stile. 
produced magnetos and ignition sets. And time proved the wisdom 
of staying in this field, for in 1927 the company obtained a contract 
to supply Ford with approximately half of the ignition sets for the 
Model A and it is probable that this business had much to do with 
the excellent earning record in 1928. The sale of Gray & Davis was 
made to the Electric Auto-Lite Company for $1,700,000, a considerable 
loss being taken. 

The name Bosch has been the subject of Several law suits. This 


10 | company in 1927 obtained a permanent injunction against the use of the 
| name by the Bosch Radio Corporation, and a counter suit for damages 


brought by the defendant was dismissed. In the previous year the 
Supreme Court of New York ruled that the American Bosch Corporation 
and the Robert Bosch Magneto Company, Inc., have, within limitations, 
an equal right to the name Bosch. 

The corporation has a modern plant at Springfield, Mass.; direct 
selling and service branches are operated in New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco and representation throughout the world. It has more than 
1,000 active service stations in this country and something like 1,500 parts 
depots. The outlets for radio sets number about 100 jobbers and more 
than 4,000 registered dealers. 

American Bosch entered the radio field in 1925 and has found it 
profitable, this part of the business becoming a very important factor in 
1928 profits. The only setback in this phase of its business was received 
in 1927 when it was enjoined, with five other companies, against the 
manufacture of a certain type of receiving set. 

Book value of the stock at the end of the third quarter of 1928 
was $39.82 a share, and at that time it was selling on the New York 
Stock Exchange at around $40 a share. 
$3 over 1927. There is no direct funded debt. Dividends of $5 per~ 
share were paid in 1919, and $9.50 in 1920, but after payments of $3.75 
in 1921 they were passed and have not yet been continued.

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How to Keep Customer 


» Sold Is Discussed by 


Warren-Nash Official

6c EHIND the activity of big business stands a shadowy 
figure new to American industry and public life, with 
powers as yet but vaguely defined, but a potent influence 
nevertheless—the public relations director. 


“If you ask any sales represen-¢ 


tative of an organization that em- | 


loys the _ services of a _ public 
relations director, the probabilities 
are that he will retort: ‘You mean 
one of those new model high power 
salesman? They get away with mur- 
der!’ and will belittle his efforts, 
but the fact remains that the public 
relations director, whether he oper- 
ates under this title or not, is be- 
coming more and more a factor in 
industrial progress.” 

As near as I recall, the above is 
the gist of an article which I read 
in a recent trade paper. To me 
there is nothing shadowy or mysteri- 
Gies about a public relations coun- 
Sel. It may seem that way owing to 
the fact that he is working in a 
field that has been almost entirely 
overlooked 

“The selection of a man or woman 

to occupy the position of a public 
relations counsel is by no means 
an easy task. In the first place, 
he must be an individual with a 
knowledge of affairs and one who 
will readily grasp and understand 
the policy and activity of the busi- 
ness that engages him. He should 
have unlimited patience, as to him 
must be referred all complaints 
or any criticisms of the organiza- 
tion or its products. He must be an 
expert correspondent, who does not 
overlook an opportunity to place 
the house in the best possible 
light without offending the cus- 
tomer. 

When complaints are vertal, he 
should be a good listener, allowing 


the customer to tell the story as 
many times as he wishes without 
interruption. If in his judgment 


he is justified, the matter must be 
straightened out in the quickest 
failure to satisfy the customer. On

possible moment. Oftentimes they 
are picked up merely by hear-say. 
These are investigated before the 
customer gets to the letter writing 


stage. In this way we are able to 
build up. even in big business, a 
family of friendly customers 

In the company I represent, 


Warren-Nash Motor Corporation, 
I handle the more important com- 
plaints by personal contact. This 
is accomplished by meeting the 
customer at his home, place of 
business, at our own service sta- 
tion or that of the dealer. That 
customers appreciate this is con- 
firmed by many letters which we 
receive complimenting us on the 
way these matters are handled, 
also by the fact that many sales 
are made to customers who come 
to us as complainants, but leave 
us as friends. 

My work is largely 
Service, not only in our own station 
but throughout our dealer organiza- 
&on. 
act as arbitrator by getting the cus- 
tomer and dealer together. This 
also applies to controversies regard- 
ing sales. In this way we are able 
to make many friends for ourselves 
and our dealers which otherwise 
would have been lost sometimes 
through a very slight misunder- 
standing.

partment the facts are collected and 
presented briefly, so that complaints 
that would have taken hours to get 
the facts of are handled in a few 
minutes and usually to the satisfac. 
tion of the customer. 

Handling complaints in this way 
has proven successful, as it does not 
take up an official's time and brings 
all complaints to one centralized 
point and the customer is relieved 


of the feeling that he is being 
shifted around from one to the 
other. 

We spend a great deal of time 


building the personnel by constant- 
ly keeping before them helpful sug- 
gestions. This is done by means of 
a weekly letter, which is presented 
to the department heads and serv- 
ice salesmen at the weekly meeting. 
The following copy is a specimen:—

UNDIVIDED ATTENTION: When 

a customer comes to our service sta- 
tion and is accepted by a service 
salesman, he has reasons to expect 
and is entitled to undivided atten-

|tion. A buyer loses interest if he 
| feels that a salesman is not giving 
|his whole attention to the matter 
|under discussion. In our case fhe 
| owner must be impressed that the 
salesman is an expert on Nash cars. 
All answers to inquiries should be 
given promptly and in such a way 
that your opinion should inspire 
|confidence. The customer will buy 
| freely—first if he has confidence in 
the house and second, confidence in 
you. The greatest trespass in the 
ethics of selling is to interrupt a 
|salesman when taking an order.

| Campaign is on: Do not allow your- 
| self to get in an argument with a 


|tomer, in other words, you ask his 
permission. All conversations under 
the circumstances between salesmen 
should be of the most open nature. 
Under no circumstances should the 
customer get the impression that 
you are talking about him or his 
car. If it is necessary to leave the 
customer for any reason, pardon 
yourself and make it plain that you 
are going to get him a promise or 
some other information concerning 
this particular job. Never ieave 
without making some explanation. 
Above all when the job is completed 
and ready for test, do not let it 
go out until it is just as you would 
like it if it were yours. 

BE FRIENDLY BUT NOT 
FAMILIAR: A_ customer will 
pardon many shortcomings to go 
to a friendly place. Also remem- 
ber that if you promise to call 
him up about his job, do not fail 
to do this, as very likely he is 
anxiously waiting for your com- 
munication. If you treat a cus- 
tomer just as you would like to 
be treated yourself, were you in 
his position, you will have very 
little difficuity in procuring his 
order. 





OIL AND GREASE: Be very care- 
ful not to suggest an oil and grease 
job unless you first ask the cus- 
tomer when this was last done. If 
you suggest this operation and he 
comes back with the reply that he 
only had it done yesterday, he feels 
that you are trying to sell him 
something that he does not need. 
It would be well to explain the oil 
and grease operation to every cus- 
tomer, pointing out that our oil 
and grease service is dependable 
and the cheapest in the long run. 


TELEPHONE CAMPAIGN: One 
thing that should be kept in mind 
and especially while the telephone

Suggest that the most logical solu- | 


tion for his troubles, should he men- 
tion any, would be to bring the car 
in for inspection, at which time you 
would be very glad to call it to the 
attention of some one in authority, 
feeling sure that his problem would 
receive careful attention. Remem- 
ber that when talking over the phone 
your voice must convey your per- 


sonality; always be pleasant. “The 
Voice With a Smile Wins.” 
ACCESSORIES: We are very 


anxious to build up the accessory 
business. There is one thing that 
must be understood, and that is 
that we do not wish the customer 
to feel every time he comes to our 
place that we try to sell him some- 
thing that he does not want. 
There is no harm when taking an 
order to call the attention of an 
owner to seasonable accessories. 
The best time to approach this 
subject is when the order is com- 
pleted. If he shows interest, take 
him to the accessory showcase 
and while you are on the subject 
call his atiention to any other ac-

cessory in which he might be in- 
terested. 

Education and policy come under 
public relations supervision. Be- 
ginning in November and throughout 
the winter, each month we hold a 
sales conference, inviting fifty to one 
hundred salesmen to participate. 
| This session is for one day and an 
evening. The program consists of 
| speakers selected from our organiza- 
| tion, who are best able to handle 
| Subjects under discussion. These 
|talks are illustrated by lantern 
| Slides. We also request twenty-five 
|or thirty of the attending salesmen 
| to give a five-minute talk on their 
|experience. Thus we are able to 
get much valuable information to 
build up our sales policy. 

The public relations counsel 
who operates as herein outlined, 
should be recognized by the mem- 
bers of the organization as the 
logical source of all complaints 
and criticisms. Complaints should 
be referred to him without hesi- 
tation for the reason that a cus- 
tomer with a grievance is always 
looking for “the man higher up.” 
He should be made to believe that 
the public relations counsel is 
the logical customer’s representa- 
tive, that he is working as much 
in the interest of the customer 2s 
he is for the organization, that 
his complaint will receive due con- 
sideration and be settled in such a 
way that both he and the house 
will receive a square deal. 

We have discussed complaints 
somewhat freely as, no matter how 
perfect an organization may be, or 
how ideal its product is, misunder- 
standings are bound to occur. We 
are convinced from experience that 
if they are handled in this way, sales 
resistance can be kept down to a 
minimum.
